to his "amily back home. Mother and 
Dad are worried anyway. 


The absolute proven futility of the 


proposition makes army people—offi- 
cers and men—rather Impatient at the 
well-meant propaganda of the Purple 
Cross. 
The working plan Is understood to 


be this: 
To provide a corps of men, 
physically unfit for fighting but brave 
er ough to face sheTlflre, who wlU col- 
lect the dead from shell-swept battle- 
fields and from No-Man's Land: to 
embalm the bodies and send 
them 


home without cost to the individual 
families. 


It is understood that the' Purple 
Cross wants either a government sub- 


, sidy or permission to raise a ifund 
i euch as the Y. M..C. A. fund. 
Also the 
organization wants official army rank 
for its officers.

The subsidy or fund and the rank 


for officers would .come anyway if the 
big plan of the Purple Cross were rec- 
ognized. But the scheme looks like 
a loser if sentiment among the people 
most concerned in its operation will 
have any weight in the matter. 
First of all it is a terrible task to

wounded. In the British army the 
medical corps, stretcher bearers have 
a greater per cent casualties than any 
other branch. 
It would be a waste <of splendid man 
power to expose such brave men to 
puch a great danger in order to collect 
the dead. They would have to be 
strong- men to do the work at all. 
And if they're strong enough, armed 
with1 their unselfish courage,

According to the expertc. of the 
ministry of agriculture, the radical 
measure, for which there IB no prece- 
dent, was rendered imperative by the 
necessity of supplying the large land 
owners and the organizations which 
have engaged in agricultural enter- 
prises ,on a large scale with all the 
labor they .need for sowing and taking 
in the crop. 
, 
The mobilization will take place 
under the direction of Agricultural 
Minister Ralneri, who will be assisted 
by a few of the officers of the Italian 
general staff. 
The mayora of every 


town will be ordered to take tie cen- 
sus of all the farm labor of both sexes 
In his district and state the approxi- 
mate time needed »r local farming 
work. The next step will be the com- 
pulsory enlistment of every man In 
a new army which wIH be under the 
command of regular petty officers. 
Active operations will begin early 


In March,. Thanks to different cli- 
matic conditions the harvesting sea- 
son in the.south of Italy and in the 
islands Is a month in advance of that 
of the north. 
Consequentl:' the au- 


thorities expect to move the different 
agricultural units from place .to place 
till every crop has been taken in, and 
then repeat the operation next year 
for the plowing and sowing season. 
The general .staff has promised its 


heartiest co-operation provided the mil- 
itary situation at the front Improves 
or, at least, remains stationary, in 
this case two or three hundred thou- 
sand men will be temporarily released 
from the army and sent to work In the 
farming districts.

In connection with the .present food 
situation Premier Orlando announced 
in the chamber of deputies that it 
could not be improved even If hos- 
tilities ceased tomorrow; that the high 
cost of living and the scarcity of all 
the necessaries of life would continue 
for a long time after the conclusion 
of peace, and that the solution of the 
problem of supplies is that, today, the 
country must re-supply itself or be 
contented with the little that can be 
imported from abroad. 
At the same time the premier said 
that before long the people will 
be 
called upon to make additional sacri- 
fices and that in order to increase the 
ration of the men.in the trenches new 
food restrictions would be imposed 
on the country at large.

In the new code of canon law, com- 
pleted on the Feast of Pentecost, May 
27 1917, and ordered to take effect .on 
Pe'ntecost of this year, a few changes 
are ordered to relation to fasting and 
abstinence. The Holy Father has or- 
dered that several of the laws under 
the new code -be observed at once, and 
among them are thos« relating to the 
observance of Ij«nt. 
In reference- to 
this the archbishop says: 
As the new code, however, does not 
abolish special indults granted by the 
Holy See, we can still enjoy the privi- 
leges granted to the Catholics and 
their bishops in the United States. In 
the following we shall lay before you 
the new laws as well as the old privi-

HOME ECONOMICS FOR 


VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS 


[SPECIAI, TO THE OAZETTB.J 
Madison, Feb. C.-^-Special effort is 
being made to train teachers in home 
economics for the vocational schools 
which are to be established- -in the 
•state as a result of the aassaKe of the 
.Smith-Hughes bill. 
. 
•• . 
Beginning- with- the term which 
starts February 19, the University of 


Wisconsin will offer a two years' 
course in home economics. This will 
be open to high school graduates or 
to residents- of the state who arc past 
twenty-one years of age. The course 
will lead to the granting of a special 
license by the state board for teach- 
ing in vocational schools, and students 
will be permitted to apply much of 
the credit received in the two years in 
the regular four year home economics 
course, should they decide to elect 
this. 
Candidates from normal schools will 
be permitted to substitute their cred- 
its in similar courses for certain 
courses in the proposed1 schedule. The 
state board will also allow graduates 
or seniors in the regular four year 
course in home economics to be cert!; 
floated by electing the 
teachers 
course in vocational education, and 
even If all the requirements are not 
completed, the student may be certifi- 
cated to teach in the schools the com- 
ing year.

BURNING SOFT COAL 


Clinton Man Has Valuable Suoge»*ions 


On iHow to Get Maximum Amount 


of Heat From Bituminous 


Coal. 


In view of the fact that many users 


of hard coal may shortly have to take 


I to the burning of soft coal, a few sug- 
| gestions from Lewis Elithorp of Clin- 
ton relative to Improved methods of 
using this kind.of coal will no doubt 
be of interest to local people. 
Mr. 


Elithorp has a way in which soft coal 
mav be burned in furnaces with the 
least amount of smoke and producing 
the utmost in heat units. His sug- 
gestions follow: 
"When starting fire at first, thro>v 
on all of the drafts and close the check 
draft 
Then open the feed door about 
one inch. Let the coal get to burning 
good until fire chamber is filled with 
blaze 
Take a handful of powdered 
borax and scatter it evenly over the 
burning coal. 
"Let it burn a minute, then close 
the feed door to the fire oor. Now 
close the slide in the ash pit door. 
Close the lower draft, all but a crack 
about an eighth .of an inch. 
".Vow turn the damper in the stove 
pipe off about three-quarters, and in 
a minute or two open the check draft. 
"It will be found that you will have 
practically a smokeless fire, and that 
one coaling will Vist almost as long 
as when hard coal is burned. 
"I have discovered this secret by PX- 


i periment and have tested it out thor- 
i oughly, and will give it to the public 
1 free instead of trying to .make any 
money out of the idea. This little bit 
I will do gladly to help out fhe coal 
situation and thus help .win the war. 
Anything that will make fuel 
last 
lor>Ver or ihat will get more heat units 
f..,m the coal is well worth trying."

Washington, Feb. «.—President Wil- 
son and the government officials ^ere 
presented with a formal address and 
copies of the resolutions adopted by 
the .National Livestock Association at 
their Kent convention in Salt L*.Ke 
Gity. A special delegation from the 
organization, headed by I. T. Pryor, 
president, and T. W. Tomlinnon, jjec- 
refcary; made the presentation. The 
formal address set forth the viewpoint 
of the association regarding livestock 
conditions in general, and was as 101- 


"The democracies of the world are 
today fighting to maintain their politi- 
cal independence and to secure for 
their children freedom from Prussian 
domination. The danger of food short- 
age in America for the supply of our 
allies Is threatening, success In the 
war. For this reason we deem it the 
part of good citizenship to call, your 
attention to essential facts. 
"While for twenty years the in- 
crease of livestock for meat purposes 
in the iUnited States' has not kept pace 
with the increase of population, we 
Ibelieve that there Iras been in the 
year just gone the greatest sacrifice of 
breeding stock which hae occurred in 
any one of the past twenty years. 
"Seventeen millions, five hundred 
fifty-two thousand five hundred sixty- 
six head of cattle passed through the 
livestock centers in 1916, while in 1917 
no less than 22,229.62S passed through 
the same stock yards. Of tie in- 
creased number of cattle slaughtered, 
about 3,000,000 were immature steers 
aD"TheUfood shortage resulting from 
unprecedented drought over a large 
nrea of the nation was such as to re-
